tains, including two captain-lieutenants, 
10 lieutenants, including the two adju- 
tants, who rank as fuch, ro cornets.— 
Non-commiffioned officers and trumpeters, 
fix non-commiffioned officers per troop, 
one trumpeter per troop. —= Private, 66 
men per troop, fix fupernumeraries per 
troop. = Total of effectives, officers in- 
eluded, 848. 

_ The eldeft adjutant, the trumpet-ma- 
jor, the kettle-drummer, and all belong- 
ing to the inferior ftaff, are appointed to 
thecolonel’s troop ; the youngeft adjutant 
to the major’s troop.

The field-officers muft oblige 
the captains and fubalterns to attend their 
troops diligently, and above all things to 
keep them under the ftriéteft fubordina- 
tion, taking care that all orders are exe- 
cuted with the utmoft punctuality ; and 
likewife that the men make themfelves 
mafters ef their horfes, ride in an upright 
and graceful pofition, fix their ftirrups ac- 
cording to the direétions before given, 
B and hold their bridles fhort. :

Now, whether we 
exprefs our own aétions and perceptions, or 
thofe of others, they are recognized by the 
judgment, and confequently become its con- 
clufions, before they are communicated by 
words, : 

In the natural order of our ideas, words, 
of which we affirm any thing, or ames, 
ought to ftand firft: Next, for the conve- 


F niency of the mind, ought to be placed 


thofe which fignify qualities lefs pofitively 
affirmed, which we have called attributes : 
After thefe muft come fuch as effentially 
affirm: And fuch particles as fignify man- 
ners of a€tion, ftates of being, and degrees 
of quality, muft be joined to the terms 
which exprefe being, action, or quality.

If no a@ion, but merely fome ftate of 
being, is affirmed, the verbs which affirm 
it are called meuter; as, ** The fun flood ftill."* 

When we affirm one thing of another, 
we muft particularize the thing of which 
we affirm it: And when this particularity 
is fignified in the form of the affirmation, it 
is called a perfon ; as, ‘‘ I read, thou readeft,”” 
&c. But, to. fave the trouble of repeating 
an affirmation, it may be often neceffary to 
affirm the fame ftate or aétion concerning 
more things than one; as, ‘* We read, ye 
read,’’ &c. and when this is implied in the 
affirmation, it is termed number. 

All aétions or ftates of being have fome 
relation to time [. Time may be divided 
into paft, prefent, and future; and this either 
indefinitely, or with relation to any affigned 
period, When, therefore, any thing is

ed as indefinitely paft, prefent, or future ; 
or fuch with regard to any particular time. 
Thus we fay, ** God is, was, or will be

Further, when any one thing is affirmed 
of another, it is either affirmed pofitively or 
conditionally, When we exprefs any ineli- 
nation that an affirmation fhould be con- 
neéted with its fubftance, we either with or 
command it. Again, we often detach verbs

retention of urine, for which he was 
blooded in two or three hours time from 
his. firft pain ; and in two hours more, he 
had a glyfter given him ; which operated 
copioufly by ftool, but could not make 
one drop of urine. At night he took an 
anodyne diuretick mixture to as little ad- 
vantage. He was all this time in fome 


pain, 
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pain, without any febrile fymptom, not 
fo much as thirf. 

On the firft of Auguft, in the morning, 
he took anéther glyfter, which operaied 
very well, but without the defired effe&. 
Wherefore I ordered a femicupium for him, 
and fome dofes of pulv. mille 
Spiritus njtri dulc. from which he feund 
no benefit ; which made me propole found- 
ing hum ; but he would not confent, pro- 
telting obftinately that he would rather 
die. Wherefore I continued, for two days 
more, ordering fome lenitive purges of 


caflia, manna, and Epfom falts, with all B made in 


the diuretick falts and oils, mixt with 
forne narcotick and anodyne medicines in 
different forms, but all in vain. At laft, 
fulpefling fome relaxation of the extru- 
fores urine, on the fourth of Auguft I 
ordered for him fome dofes of the bark ; 


which produced fuch a happy effect, that C 


ta_an hour after taking the third drachm 
of bark, he mgde fome urine; and, after 
taking ten drachms, he was perfectly 
cured, and made water with great eale, 
and in great plenty.

the diet a declaration. dated March go, 
wherein his mafter gives his reafons for fend- 
ing his armies into the empire, and among 
other things fets forth, that in order to pre- 
vent the war from {preading in the empire, 
he had facrificed his defire of a juft revenge, 
and confented that the emprefs- queen theutd 
make an offer of a canvention of neutra- 
lity, in his name, for the dominions which 
the king of England poffeffes in Germany. 

And by way of fupplement to this decta- 
pation the emprefs-queen has communicated 
to feveral courts with whom her majetty és 
in friendthip, the conditions that were pro- 
pofed for bringing abeut a neutrality in Fa- 
vour of the eletorate of Hanover, Ac- 
cording to the overtures made on this head, 
the king of Great-Britain, in his electoral 
capacity, would have been confidered as 
having no concern im the prefent war. His 
troops, and thofe of the princes allied to 
him, were not to a& againft the troops of 
the emprefs and her allies, He was fike- 
wife to engage, not to fuccour the king of 
Pruffia, neither with menor money. The 
paffage thro’ that part of his ele&torate fi- 
tuated on the left of ‘the river Aller, was te 
be granted to the troops of her imperial ma- 
jefty and her allies, paying for what provi-. 
fions, forage, and waggons they fhould want 
in the country ; befides which, they were 
to be allowed to eftablifh magazines and 
hofpitals in certain parts of the eleCtorate. 
The town of Hamelen was to be put into 
the hands of the emprefs, or one of her al- 
lies, as a depofit, or in the hands of the 
emprefs of Ruffia, or the king of Denmark, 
who were propofed as guarantees of the 
convention. Moreover they were to make 
a repartition of quarters for the Hanoverian 
troops, whofe number, by virtue of this 
convention, could not be augmented. 

On the other hand, both the king of 
Pruffia and his Britannick majefty, as elec- 
tor of Hanover, have, by their minifter, 
prefented memorials to the diet, claiming 
the protection of the empire againft the imn- 
vafion of the French ; but as the diet has al- 
ready, by a majority of votes, declared it- 
felf againft the king of Pruffia, thefe me- 
morials can have no effect ; for by that vote 
the feveral circles of the empire are obliged 
to fend their re(pe@tive contingents to the 
affiftance of the emprefs-queen, for which 
purpofe they are all raifing troops, who 
will probably join with the French, inftead 
of apppearing againft them. However, many 
of the princes of the empire will, it is fup- 
pofed, declare them(elves otherwife neutral, 
as the elector of Bavaria has already ex- 
prefsly done ; and to induce them the more 
readily to do fo, the king of Pruffia has al- 
ready fént a body of his troops, under col. 
Meyer, into Franconia, who have advanced 
as far as Nuremberg, and threaten to raife 
contributions upon all thofe who refufe to 
deelare themfelves neutral,
